ty court room Saturday a fter­ 
noon, presided over by 
County 
MLi.eiiuiendent Eek Smith, the 
emergency 
confronting 
our 
schools was gone into and the 
la a s just a s they confront thii 
the schools of the sta te looked 
squarely in the face. By invlta- 
tiun Hon. Lee I.. R.ouiiLree, our 
reiiresentative was asked to dis­ 
cuss the matter and ma ke som e 
sug g estions as to how 
the ser­ 
ious conditions 
can 
nnd may 
be met. Mr, 
Rountree brought 
out the 
unpleasant 
and 
out­ 
standing truth tha t our present 
school system is but a 
m ake­ 
shift, subterfuge and inefficient 
patch 
work affair; 
tha t our 
gre^t public domain, upon w hicli 
we have looked a s a 
g rea t un­ 
failing source o revenue or our 
schools is no more; th a t.it has 
been given to railroads and oth­ 
er enterprises until there is no 
more to give. 
And now, 
tha t 
we are fa ce to fa ce 
with the 
problem of raising from year to 
year the 
funds 
to 
run 
our 
schools upon, and that this fund 
will fluctuate 
up and down^ 
making it impossible 
for 
our 
schools to know' more than 
a 
few m onths ahead 
how 
much 
money they will have, because 
the Sta te Legislature ca nnot be 
depended upon to do the right 
thing by the schools, just as the 
last legislature so orceably dem­ 
onstrated. 
Mr. Rountree then 
touched upon 
Governor N eff’s 
“ Think-out-loud” 
conference, 
and the g reat outsta nding fa ct 
that our only hope lies in the 
calling of a “ Constitutional Con­ 
vention” in Texa s at w hich time 
our schools may be permanently 
provided for; and that the prop­ 
er way to raise the funds for 
the schools of the sta te 
is the 
laying of a ‘Blanket Ta x’ milage 
tax which will cover every com ­ 
modity and 
resource 
of 
the 
state. 
And we 
heartily agree 
with 
him 
tha t 
every 
ta xa ­ 
ble hit of property should bear 
its proportion towards the main­ 
tena nce of our schools, for are 
not the schools the sta te? Can 
the sta te ever rise 
above 


school system ? 
And does not 
tho school system largely deter­ 
mine ever>-thlug else? 
And is 
not our future and that of the 
schools one and the sa m e thing? 
When tohl what the mass m eet- 
ing had proposed to do in 
tho 
1 resent crisis a s a temporary 
so ution, Mr. Rountree 
agreed 
and said “ that the 
only 
thing 
•hat can be done now’ is for the 
CiOVAunor to call u 
si>ecial scs- 
si( II of the Thirty Seventh Leg­ 
islature,and ask the members to 
make the necessary’ appropria­ 
tion and then seek m eans 
of 
raising the revenue to meet the 
appropriation.” 
So. resolutions 
were 
]vassed 
and 
a 
petition 
drawn up. a sking the Governor 
to call such a 
session 
of the 
legislature. 
This petition will 
be circulatt'd over Brazos coun­ 
ty for every’ voter to sign. 
It 
seem s our only hope. 
Unless 
som ething is 
done 
and 
done 
now, our school terms will be 
^cut a nother year at lea.st two 
months. 
Some of our schools 
w ill not be able to run more than 
four months. 
It is the gravest 
problem facing the schools we 
iiave had in a long time. 
Our 
la st legislature did not realize 
what it would do for the school 
system of the sta te. Something 
must be done and 
done 
now. 
All we a s Brazos county citizens 
can do right now is to help get 
the petition over the county as 
fa st as possible. Other counties 
are doing so as fa st as they can. 
If we will arouse ourselves, the 
situation can be met, but it w’ill 
take vigorous a ction and immen- 
iate action before it is too late.

of eg g s each hen la ytd 
during 
one 
month varied some but all showed up 
well. 
Du ing behrunry Ibe eg g s of 
individual sens totaled as follows: 14 
eg g s, 15. 19, 22, 17, 11, 9, 9, 7, 8, 5, 1. 
7 and 20 eg g s. During March the dif­ 
ferent hens produced each: 17 eg g s. 
12. 20. 21, 16, 20, 18. 23, 22. 20. 21. 9 
rnd 16 eg g s.

Brazos county held iii the coun­ 
ty coart room Saturday after­ 
noon, presided over by County 
bupetmtendent Eek smith, the 
emergency 
confronting 
our 
schools w as gone into and t he 
rn. is just as they confront the 
the schools of the state looked 
squarely in the lace. By invita­ 
tion lion. Lee L. Bountree, our 
representative was asked to dis­ 
cuss the matter and make some 
suggestions as to how the ser­ 
ious conditions 
can 
mid may 
be met. Mr. Bountree brought 
out the unpleasant and out­ 
standing truth that our present 
school system is but a make­ 
shift, subterfuge and inefficient 
patch work affair; that our 
great uublic domain, upon which 
we have looked as a great un­ 
failing source o revenue or our 
schools is no more; that.it bus 
been given to railroads and oth­ 
er enterprises until there is no 
more to gi\e. And now, that 
we are face to face with the 
problem of raising from year to 
year the 
funds 
to 
run 
our 
schools upon, and that this fund 
will fluctuate up and down 
making it impossible 
for our 
schools to know' more than 
a 
few months ahead how much 
money they will have, because 
the State Legislature cannot be 
depended upon to do the right 
thing by the schools, just as tin- 
last legislature so orceably dem­ 
onstrated. 
Mr. Bountree then 
touched upon 
Governor Neff’s 
“Think-out-loud” 
conference, 
and the great outstanding fact 
that our only hope lies in the 
calling of a “Constitutional Con­ 
vention** in Texas at which tim ? 
our schools may he permanently 
provided for; and that (he prop­ 
er way to raise the funds for 
the schools of the state 
is tin-
